In spile of the abnormal rise in the cost of living, efforts have 
been made to fulfil the obligations in the different heads of 
expenditure quite satisfactorily. Even salaries and Dearness 
Allowance that is being paid to the staff, have been increased 
substantially during these two years but the expenditure has 
not been allowed to exceed the expenditure incurred in the past 
by retrenching the excess staff. 

The distribution of Langar (fiee cooked food) twice a day 
to the poor has been continued satisfactorily inspite Of the high 
prico of Barley and its acute shortage. 

The Darul Uloom Moinia Usmania, is being continued 
although the Grant-in-aid from H.E.H. the Nizam’s Charitable 
Trust, Hyderabad was not received during the year 1973-74 
Tho committee has been paying four scholarships to Medical 
students @ Rs 50/- per month. In addition to this the committee 
has paid an annual grant of Rs, 3600/- to the Mohammed Ali 
Memorial Higher Secondary School, Beawar during the two 
years under report and an annual grant of Rs. 3000/- to the 
Urdu Khwaja (Jsamania Primary school at Tniambara, Ajmer 
where the children of the K had i ins arc studying. 

The payment of stipends to the helpless widows from the 
family of the Khadims, sajjadanashin, and others has been made 
regularly every month. 

The committee has maintained the U«ani shafakhana quite 
satisfactorily and the attendance in the shafakhana has been on 
an increase day by day. 

The sanitary arrangements at c being made satisfactorily within 
the premises of Dargah sharif. 

It gives me a great pleasure to point out that all the liabilities 
amounting to over rupees one lac created before 1968 have been 
cleared off. 

The collections of Nazurat both in cash and kind have been 
increasing year by year. M/s Jina Bai aDd Company of Bombay 
donated Rs. 8002/- for the purchase of shamianas for Begmi 
Dalan, Jannati Darwaza and Ibadat Khana Masturat. 
Janab MR, Shetwani ’of Allahabad, donated Rs. 3,600/- 
for the purchase of Shamianas in fiont of and 
behind the Masjid Sandal Khana.
